Ghoſt theProphets were in : The holy Prophets 6f God 
were ſubieQ one to-another in the ſpirit of God ; but 
the profeſſing Jews that erred from the ſpirit, and rebel- 
led againſt it, were not ſubjeA to the ſpirit of the Pro- 
hets and ſo were neither in the liberty nor unity in the _ 
Ipirit of God. And when Chriſt came who wasconceived © 
by the holy Gheſt,&c. And holy Men of God who ſpake 
forth <criptures,as moved by the holy Gheſt ; The Jews 
who profeſſed all theſe ſcriptures, that were given forth 
from the holy Ghoſt, oppoſed Chriſt and the holy men, 
and reſifted the holy Gheſt, theſe did not come into the 
Liberty of Chrift Jeſus, and the Liberty or Communion 
of the holy Ghoſt; And all thoſe in the Apoſtles days, 
that made an outward profeſſienof Chriſtianity, which 
the Apofiles and the Churches were troubled withall, 


and ſome of the ſeven Churches were troubled with alſo,

ward Port: And ſuch as the Apoſtle calls fieree 
_ Cefpilers. of them that.are good;incontiment; covenant- = 
breakers, having a form of Godlineſs, but deny. the. 
POWEr thereof, - Which were and are to be turned 5 way 
from. - Though ſuch as theſe before mentioned inghe 
Apoſtles days, and now, may profeis liberty for a cloak, 
to cloak their evil ſpitit, and its fruits; yet all ſuch Ac- 
.; tions are npt according to Chriſt, and the grace of God; 
 *+for the grace of God has no union-with fierce diſpilers 
* Fofthem that are good; nor with ſuck as are puffed y 
47; with high ſwelling words of vanity. And. thpugli 
"7 hey have good words and fair ſpeeches, and an out- 
ward form of Godlineſs,_ yet deny the power thereof, 
ahdH# deny the free liberty in the power of God, and 
ſo the liberty. in Chrift- Feſus, and1ſo the liberty in his - 
grace and light, which is a gracious liberty,/that brings 
people into favour with God. And the, Apoſtles of the 
true Churches, did withſtand all looſe & falſe 6 pirits,and: - 
had no unity nor followſhip with them of Garw's, Core's,.- 
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Belazm's, trees withqut fait, wandring ſtars, wells 
withour water ; raging waves of the Sea, caſting up 
mire and dirt, as they do now againſt - the righteous. - 
© Such as bore theſe fruits their liberty is not in the ſpirit 
of Grace, nor in the light and life of Chriſt. And ſuch 
the Churoh of Chrift in the Apoſtles days, and now have 
not unity with,neither can they joyn with them in uni- 
ty & liberty, thatare not inthe ſpirit of grace, light and 
life in Chrift. Jeſus;"in which all true liberty is, in Chriſt 
the Truth that makes them free: 

Andthat fpirit that leavens peopleinto malice, hatred, * 
envy, evil {urmiling, falſe jealouſies, & into rage, & the 
root of bitterneſs and into diſputings & janglings; and 
whoſe words cat like a Kanker,8 they who make a pro- 
feſſion in-words of the Truth, 8& live not peaceable and 
walk not in; Chriſt; but are puffed up with many idle- 
notions & vain conceits-, {ſuch fruits are not from the 
ſpirit of grace,light and life of Chrift; nor in true faith, 
which works by love,in which trucunity 15,8 liberty,$ 
love that bears all things, love that doth not envy, and- 
is not puffed up. For they that profeis Knowledg and: 
Faith, and want this love of God, they were called as: 
tinkling Cymbals, and ſounding braſs, inthe Apoſtles *! 
days, and ſothey are now. And Gods people cannot 
{et up a tinkling Cymbal and ſounding braſs for the life 
of righteouſneſs and Truth; though a tinkling- Cym- 
bal and ſounding braſs may deceive the ſimple, and 
ſuch may devour them. But it's love that unites all 
the members of Chrift together, to him the head ; in- 
which love they are bailt up together a ſpiritual 
houſhold: And the wiſdom that's pure and peaceable, 
gentle and caſlic to be intreated,. this 1s. from above :;: 
But the wiſdom that 3s jrom below 3s earthly ſenſual 
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and devilliſh; . and men that are-in this wiſdom, and 


pretends knowledg and faith, without the leve of God, . 


and are incontiment, fierce, deſpiſers of thoſe that are 
' good with their fair words and good ſpeeches, and 
pufft up with high ſwelling words of vanity, vain Dif- 


putes, Janglers, i» « form of Goalineſs, 'but out of the . 
power, with ſuch the Church of Chriſt had never unity: 


And that liderty of thoſe fruits 15 not in the Spirit of 
Grace and Light and Life of Chriſt ; and by their Fruits 
ſuch were, and are known to fiem whole liberty and 
unity isin the Light and Grace whieh is in Chrift 


Jeſus ; and in the Grace of God that hath appeared to. 


all men, and in his Spirit which he hath poured on all 
- Fleſh, the light which is the life in Chrift which enligh- 
tens every man that comes into the world, all men and 
women are to have their Liberty in Chriſt Jeſus, in 
which they all have unity, and-an everlaſting liberty 
andunity, and fellowſhip in the everlaſting Son of God, 
in Chriſt the Head, and in-Chrift the Head they are joy- 
ned together by his Light, Life & Spirit of Grace : and 
all that walk contrary to the Light Life and Spirit of 
Grace, let them profeſs what they will, they are not in 
the true Liberty & true Freedom, nor in the true Fel- 
lowſhip with the Father & the Son,and his people : for 
the true liberty & unity ts inthe Spirit, Light & Life of 
Chriſt, to which all men and women, from the firſt have 
been dire&ed, that in it they may all live and walk in 
the true Freedom, Liberty and Unity and Fellowſhip 
with the Father and the Son, and one with another. 
And the true Freedom and liberty is in the Goſpel, x 
the glorious Goſpel of Life, Peace and Salvation; which 
Goldel is the Power of God, preached to, and in every crea- 
' Ture wwder Heaven ; and every ones converſation muſt 


be 
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be accoriing to this glorious Goſpel of Life, Peace and* 
Salvation : For they who: order their Converſation 
ariglit by the Goſpel, do ſee and receive this Goſpel of 
peace, life and ſalvation, And in this Goſpel, the 
Power of God, is the true glorious, peaceable freedom 
\and liberty in rhe life and ſalvation in Chriſt Jeſus E 
And all that do profeſs the Goſpel of Chriſt the Power 
of God in words, and do notliveand walk in the Goſpel 
the Power of God, they are in bondage under the pow: 
er of darkneſs, and are out of the peaceable free liberty 
of the glorious Goſpel of life and ſalvation, like the 
raging waves. of the Sea,. caſting up mire and dirt, as 
I faid before, and in their vain Janglings and Diſpu- 
tings and falſe Jealoufies, Muimurings and Complaig- 
ings, Revilings, Railings, Detamings, ,Unſtabliſhed, 
end to every good work and ſervice of Gbd reprobate.
